APH continued its ever-vigilant focus 
on developing products for blind 
children and adults during 2013. 
‘There were very few activities with 
which we were involved that did not 
include researching and developing 
products, and continuing to build 
infrastructure for future new product 
development. This report provides 
highlights, some major, for APH’s 
155th year of operation. 


Most activities revolved around 
identifying student needs — 
researching ways to address those 
needs — developing prototypes based 
on the research — pilot testing the 
prototypes — developing specifications 
for field test models — conducting 
field tests — refining specifications 

for production — manufacturing the 
products — and then disseminating the 
products. That's what APH is good at 
doing, and that’s what we did! 


Products 


At year-end, we had released 89 new 
catalog items during 2013. The average 
for the previous 5 years has been 99 


new products. 


We continue to emphasize the fact 
that the number of new products is 
not a productivity indicator; APH’s 
focus is on quality products for 
consumers — whether we end the year 
with 20 or 100 new products. 


STEM Products 


Throughout the year, the APH’s 
Corporate Board followed the 
development of 10 products designed 
to address the emphasis on Science, 
Technology, Engineering, and Math 
(STEM) in programs across the 
country. Those 10 products are: 


Nearby Explorer App, a new 
software product to support 
independent travel through 
orientation and mobility. It’s 
included in the Braille Plus 18, is 
listed as an app in the APH File 
Repository, and is available in the 
Google Play Store — the price is $99. 


Number Line Device, a 
modernized product to support 
math activities, was released in 


November 2012 at $149. 


Expanded Beginner’s Abacus Kit, 
another product to support math 
activities, was released in March 
2013 at $29. 


Punnett Squares (4-Box and 
16-Box), products to support 
science activities, were also released 


in March 2013 at $15. 
EZeeCOUNT Abacus, a new 


product to support math activities, 
was released in April 2013 at $56. 


° Genetic Code, Large Print/Braille, 
a product to support science activities, 
was released in April 2013 at $15. 


Orion TI 84-Plus Talking 
Graphing Calculator, a product to

support math activities, was released 


in July 2013 at $599. 


DNA Twist, a new product to 
support science activities, was 
released in August 2013 at $57. 


DNA-RNA Kit, a product to 
support science activities, is 
scheduled to be available December 
2013, the third month of FY 2014, 
at approximately $100. 


Geometro Teacher’s Guide and 
Student Workbook, a product 
to support math activities, is still 
in development with a projected 
completion date of April 2014. 


In addition to the 89 new products, 


We facilitated the transcription 
of 128 new braille textbook 

titles (compared to 126 in 2012) 
utilizing many of the 468 NLS 
Certified Transcribers throughout 
North America who APH has 
identified and approved to 
transcribe textbooks. 


We produced 541 new large print 
textbook titles compared to 657 last 
year — an 18% reduction. This year, 
80% of the 541 were produced in 
the APH Traditional Enlargement 
process and 20% in the APH Large 
Print process. 


Accessible Tests and Production staff 
reviewed, edited, and/or produced 
more than 900 different tests and 
test-related materials including state 
and district assessments for grades 
3-12 and alternative assessments. 


Eighty-two (82) new product ideas 
were submitted in 2013, with 80% of 


those coming from the field; only 16 


came from APH staff, advisory 


committees, or task forces. So, with 89

new catalog items coming to market, 


we ended the year with 228 products 


in various phases of development. 


Product-Related Services 


As a manufacturer of products, APH 
is unique in the resources utilized on 
the “service” side of our operation. 
The major services include product 
training and electronic databases 


for the field. 


In 2013, we: 


¢ Provided product training and 
demonstrations for 11 state 
education agencies, 10 residential 
school programs, and 5 
rehabilitation programs; 


¢ Participated in 126 product 
training presentations and exhibits 
at 47 different venues, including 
participating in a first-ever APH 
training in Guam (including 
teachers and administrators from 
American Samoa and Northern 
Mariana Islands); 


Provided product loans and on- 
site training for 10 university 
preparation programs; 


Conducted 17 National 


Instructional Partnerships across the 


country. Products on which they 
focused included the TI-84 Plus 


valuable services. The information 


below indicates year-end status. 


The Louis Database of Accessible 
Materials, used to locate accessible 
instructional materials for blind 
students, has approximately 
400,000 records. 


The Louis Plus unified search 
welcomed Bookshare as a participant 
this year. Louis Plus includes Louis 
files, NIMAC files, and Bookshare 
files, making over 600,000 
accessible files just a click away. 


The APH File Repository contains 
textbook files ready for braille and 
large print production. During 
2013, we added 452 large print 
textbook e-files to the APH File 
Repository for use on digital readers 
such as iPads®, Kindles®, Book Port 
Plus™, and the like. The Repository 
has 7,770 electronic textbook files. 


The Accessible Media Producers 
Directory (AMP) lists 259 accessible 
media producers with information 
about their qualifications and any 
unique skill sets. 


The APH Tactile Graphic Image 
Library ended the year with 5,440 
registered users representing all 50 


states and several countries. 


project leaders, one software developer, 
a test editor, and two research 
assistants were hired in 2013. 


We began renovating a section of the 
ground floor of the plant for APH’s 
ever-growing technology department. 
‘The new area will be 3,519 feet, 
compared to the current area of 890 
square feet. 


Traffic to the APH Website continues 
to grow in double digits annually. It 

is a fun site to visit; not only because 
new things are constantly added, 

but because of the interesting, rich 
content. For instance, you can take 

a virtual tour of all exhibits in the 
Callahan and 1883 Galleries of the 
APH Museum through the voices of 
APH’s Talking Book narrators. 


We continued to expand the APH 
social media presence. 


¢ We added an APH page to Google’s 
social networking service, Google+. 


¢ Approximately 5,000 searchable 
articles are posted to “Fred’s Head 
from APH” blog. These include 
articles about APH products, 
people, and events; as well as articles 
about dozens of topics of interest 
to blind readers. The blog averaged 
over 30,000 page views per month 


Talking Graphing Calculator, SAM 
(Symbols and Meaning), STACS 
(Standardized Tactile Augmentative 
Communications System), and SLK 
(Sensory Learning Kit); 


And, we conducted 5 webcasts 
on product overviews and one on 


tactile graphics. 


We think of APH’s databases as 
products — products that provide 
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With more than 1,000 make-to-stock 
products, we have an Operational 
Goal to have no more than 30 make- 
to-stock items on backorder at the end 
of any month. In 2013, we averaged 
27 backordered items per month 
compared to 41 per month in 2012. 


Infrastructure

product development, three new

Development Department 
Expansion 


Knowing we can’t rely on federal 
funds always being available, we 
restructured our Development 
Department in 2013. We hired 
Bob Belknap as the new VP of 
Development in April; and Jennifer 
McMahon as the Director of 
Corporate Development and Cecilia 
Peredo as the Director of Grants in 
July. APH also received a grant to 
hire a full-time employee to conduct 
outreach to blind and visually 
impaired veterans, educating them on 
the products we manufacture. That 


position will be filled in February 2014. 


Significant Recognition 


APH received the 2013 “Kentucky 
Manufacturer of the Year” award 
in the Mid-Size Business Category. 
The award was presented by Kentucky 
Governor Steve Beshear at the 
Manufacturer of the Year Awards 
Luncheon in Louisville in October. 
The winner in the Large Business 
Category was the General Motors 
Corvette Assembly Plant in Bowling 
Green, KY, the only place Corvettes 
have been manufactured since 1981. 


FY 2013 Appropriation 
and Census Data 


While APH was flat-funded at 
$24,600,000 from 2012 to 2013, 
when the Budget Control Act of 2011 
was applied, the sequestration reduced 
the appropriation to APH by 5.2% to 
$23,222,000. This reduced the per 
student allocation from $308.04 in 
2012 to $297.26 in 2013. 


Executive Report (conte) 


Data for 2013 regarding the Act to 
Promote the Education of the Blind 
indicate the number of legally blind 
students registered was 59,621, an 
increase of 428 from the number 
registered for FY 2012. The 2013 
appropriation provided $297.26 per 
student for educational materials, 

a 3.5% ($10.78) decrease from the 
$308.04 per capita allocation in 2012. 
Of the 59,621 students, 8.6% (5,117) 
were registered as braille readers, 
28.8% (17,205) as visual readers, 
8.2% (4,890) as auditory readers, 19% 
(11,309) as pre-readers, and 35.4% 
(21,100) as non-readers. Of this group, 
84% (50,025) were registered by 

state departments of education, 8.3% 
(4,977) were registered by residential 
schools for the blind, 5.6% (3,343) 
were registered by rehabilitation 
programs, and 2.1% (1,276) were 
registered by programs for the 
multiply disabled. 


Total sales topped $30 million for 
the first time in 2013 at $30,379,000, 
up 5% from 2012. Quota sales of 
$21,881,000 were 72% of total sales, 
with a major increase from 2012 in 
funds spent for Electronic Products 
(+78%) and decreases in funds spent 
for Educational Aids (-18%), Braille 
(-8%), and Large Type (-19%). 


Focus on Students in 
Today’s Schools 


With another year in the books, the 
Corporate Board and Administration 
of APH move into fiscal year 2014 
with a keen focus on the critical 
needs of blind and visually impaired 
students in today’s schools. Through 
the use of its private funds, APH 

is spearheading a major initiative,

the Resources with Enhanced 
Accessibility for Learning (REAL) 
Plan, to ensure these students have 
timely access to educational materials 
and other resources best-suited to 
their learning and literacy needs. 
Blind students still need content 

in braille, including embossed and 
digital braille, tactile graphics, and 
descriptions for images and graphical 
content in electronic files. The REAL 
Plan is a comprehensive initiative to 
improve the timeliness of delivery of 
instructional content to blind and 
visually impaired students in a variety 
of formats. Through these efforts, 
APH will provide digital files that 
will greatly surpass the quality and 
usefulness of automatically created 
braille-ready format (BRF) files and 
customized large print. 


The importance and value of the 142 
Ex Officio Trustees who administer 
the Act to Promote the Education 
of the Blind cannot adequately be 
expressed in words. They provide 
the lifeline for our country’s blind 
students. We at APH are committed 
to assisting them in their extremely 
significant roles, and we cherish our 
relationship with them.

EPAC recognizes APH’s 
commitment to continuous 
improvement by consistently 
providing quality tactile graphics 
for products in a variety of areas. 
This effort will assist our students 
in learning alongside their sighted 
peers and will prepare them for 
more learning opportunities in 
using higher-level tactile graphics. 


The EPAC recognizes the many 
changes in educational practice 
that are currently 
being implemented.

EPAC Recommendations 2013 


Consistent with the Act to Promote 
the Education of the Blind (1879): 


1. The EPAC recommends that 
APH develop a decision guide 
to help practitioners determine 
the appropriateness of high-cost 
products for individual students. 
In our experience, some Federal 
Quota orders are not placed 
according to student needs. We 
recommend that this decision 
guide be developed using feedback 
during the public review process 
and be made available when the 
product is first announced or 
released. 


2. EPAC encourages APH to 
continue to seek out useful 
feedback from the field in a variety 


of formats (product listserv, 


APH’s classic Transition Tote Kit was revised for fiscal year

project leaders. 


3. The EPAC recommends that 
APH review current pricing 
guidelines for the new digital large 
print books. While the provision 
of these files is highly useful 
and commendable, the price is 
prohibitive when the consumer 
is only permitted to use the book 
file for one student for one year. 
When braille and large print 
books are purchased, the EOT 
can then assign it for the following 
school year to another student who 
meets copyright exemption. The 
committee feels that this practice 
should also apply to the digital 
large print books. 


4. The EPAC recommends that APH 
develop more robust ways to ensure 
that professionals in the field are 
receiving new information from 
APH about products, product 
use, services and other useful 
information. While we recognize 
and commend the extensive 
use of social media by APH, we 
are concerned that the existing 
supports and services available 
from APH are underutilized. 


5. EPAC recognizes that a changing 
population of students with visual 
impairments poses new challenges 
in the development of products. 
EPAC recommends that APH 
make it a priority to ensure the 
timely creation of quality products 
and resources for students with 
Cortical Visual Impairments. 
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6. The EPAC appreciates all of the 
time, effort and consideration 
given by the APH staff in 
preparation for the EPAC 
meeting. As APH staff prepare 
for the individual meetings with 
EPAC committee members, the 
committee recommends that the 
project leader questionnaires be 
completed prior to the individual 
meetings. Having a written copy 
assists EPAC committee members 
in focusing on product information 
presented, and aids project leaders 
in analyzing their own work. The 
committee further recommends 
that new questionnaires be 
developed by the ESAC and the 
EPAC along with APH.
